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DETAILED ACTION 

1. According to a preliminary amendment filed on Sep. 3, 2004, the applicants have 
amended claims 1-4. 

2. Claims 1-4 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-4, MWW structure is mentioned for crystalline titanosilicate catalyst. 
However, this structure is neither present in the claims nor specification and therefore/ it 
is not clear how this structure is different from prior art known titanosilicate catalysts. 
In claim 4, last line, it is mentioned that hydrogen peroxide used in the reaction is 
synthesized within the reaction of propylene. It is not clear what is being reacted with 
propylene to produce this hydrogen peroxide? 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Levin 
(U.S.Patent 6,1 14,551, cited on applicants form 1449) in view of Wu (Chem. Commun., 
cited on applicants form 1449). 

Levin discloses epoxidation of olefins including propylene and hexene by hydrogen 
peroxide in a solvent using crystalline titanosilicate catalyst ( see column 3, line 44 to 
column 4, line 8 as well as claims 6-8 ). Levin meets all the limitations except that Levin 
does not teach instant crystalline titanosilicate catalyst having MWW structure due to 
incorporation of titanium during crystallization. However, Wu teaches epoxidation of 
alkenes such as hexene using hydrogen peroxide and nirile as a solvent using 
crystalline titanosilicate catalyst with MWW topology and furthermore, teaches that this 
catalyst ( Ti-MWW) showed the highest specific catalytic activity in MeCN and higher 
efficiency in hydrogen peroxide utilization ( see page 897, second column, first 
paragraph ). Therefore, one skilled in the art would have been motivated to use the 
catalyst and solvent disclosed by Wu in the process disclosed by Levin for epoxidation 
of olefins such as propylene and hexene since Wu teaches unique selectivity in the 
epoxidation of a mixture of cis/trans isomers using Ti-MWW catalyst.
